Amended Claims: 

1. (currently amended) A business method for sending gifts a gift within a 

wrap, the method comprising the steps of providing to users wraps for gifts in which 
the wraps are marked with applying an identification eedes code to the wrap, 
providing a control system which is enabled to receive, process and display information 
nn a wnhnita that in acranniblo to the unorn from the internet giving the wrap to a first 
user, receiving inputting a first input of information into the _a control system a first 
input of information received from a the first user thai who has given a particular 
transferred the wrap with a containing onq gift to a second user, the first input of 
information comprising the identification code that is marked on the particular wrap 
together with first data provided by the first user, receiving inputting a second input of 
information into the control system a second input of information from a the second 
user to which the particular wrap and the one gift have been seftt transferred, the 
second input of information comprising the identification code that is marked on th e 
particular wrap together with second data provided by the second user, employing the 
control system to access the first and second inputs of information, and displaying the 
first and second data on the a website. 

2. (currently amended) A business method as in claim 1 and further comprising the 
steps of storing the code of and first and second data in a database, sorting the first and 
second data in associated relationship with the ^pntifirafinn code let applied to the 
particular wrap, and the displaying step is carried out by displaying on a the website 
the first and second data in associated relationship with the identification code for the 
particular wrap . 

3. (currently amended) A business method as in claim 2 and further comprising the 
steps of providing a tracking subsystem, enabling the a tracking subsystem to access 
the database first and second-data, receiving a» a third input into the tracking 
subsystem e£ comprising a request for a track history of the transfer of the particular 
wrap between the first and second users, employing the tracking subsystem to 
generate a ftaqk history l?<isgd QQjhfi fagt <*nd segmd-data, and displaying the track 
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history on the website. 

4. (currently amended) A business method as in claim 1 in which the otop of receiving 
the firot input of information from the firot user io carried out by receiving the first data 
which comprises a name associated with the first user together with a name associated 
with the second user to which the particular wrap and one gift are being cent have been 

transferred. 

5. (currently amended) A business method as in claim 1 and further comprising the 
steps of receiving inputs an other input of additional information comprising additional 
third data input from additional a third user to whom the particular wrap and 
additional an other gift have been sent, aftd enabling us e rs the control system to access 
the additional information third data, and displaying the third data on the website. 

6. (currently amended) A business method as in claim 5 and further comprising the 
steps of sorting the first and first, second date and additional third data in a ranking 
which io in accordance with a ro ootabliDhod rule, and enabling employing the control 
system to display the ranking to bo displayed the ranking on the website. 

7. (currently amended) A business method as in claim 6 in which the pro established 
fttle ranking comprises ranking the names of the first, second and third users by listed 
in accordance with the number of times the wrap associated with the particular first 
user has been s e nt to other uoorc transferred . 

8. (currently amended) A business method as in claim 6 in which the pro established 
rulo comprises ranking comprises a particular user by the names of the first, second 
and third users listed in accordance with the distance through which the wrap 
associated with the particular first user travels to other uooro has been transferred . 

9. (currently amended) A business method as in claim 1 in which the wrap comprises a 
GPS chip which radiates emf location signals which are indicative of the chip's 
geographic location locations, and further comprising the steps of receiving the location

signals, storing the location signals in a database, employing the control system to 
retrieve the stored location signals and generate therefrom a track history of the 
geographic locations of the chip, and displaying the track history on the website. 
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
